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THE TIWENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF 
TEMPLE MEMBERS.

THE FIRST MEETING OF THE CONVENTION. 


this meeting was held in the unfinished Blue Star Memorial 
Temple, the walls of which were only partly built and which had 
no root as yet. The seven-foot walls were beautifully hned with 
palm branches. 

The meeting opened with a piano solo by Edgar Cheatham. 
Dr. Dower then formally opened the convention with the tollowing 


renarks: 


*It is written that we are admonished to get out of the shadow 
into the shine. and this Temple is open today to the sunhight ot 
heaven. It 1s falling upon us and upon the altar, an altar which 1- 
the <xvmbol of another altar which will he erected here and upon 
the Cube as its foundation. It will he the Blue Star Memorial

"And now in the name of the Blessed Ones, the Masters of L:ght 
and \Wisdom, I formally open this twenty-fourth convention of 
Temple members and invoke the hlessings of those who guide the 
evolution of worlds and races in our sesslons and may they inspire 
us with those deeper fundamentals of life and permit us to go 
forth from this convention radiating the Light that we feel will

inpour into our hearts. Amen.” 
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A vocal trio, © Warriors of Light,” was sung by Dr. George B. 
\ittle, Mrs. Borghild Janson, and Mr. Otto Westfelt. 

The Convocation hymn, *Gitchie Manitou, the Mighty,” was 
ung by all in unison. 


Dr. Dower then spoke as tollows :

We have not had the experience of knowing how to 
valk and how to shape ourselves to the conditions of hfe and our 
environment.

*\Vhen we fhrst came into rapport and communication with the 
\[asters, with those who gmde our evolution, the evolution of 
races and worlds, they gave us more attention in the heginmng than 
's necessary, or should be necessarv later on. .\nd $0 in the begin- 
ng of the Temple work that is now im the twenty-fifth vear--mn 
the beginning of the Temple work, as I remember, the Master was 
constantly giving instructions, teachings and warnings daily, atmost 
nourly, being the nursing, $0 to speak, of the \Alaster. \\ e were 
then in our childhood. But now we are twenty-five vears old, old 
-nough to walk, old enough to think for ourselves, to be independ- 
ent, not to need such nursing. 

*And, in fadt, quite a number of years ago, in a communication 
from the Master, He said He hoped that after a while 1t would not 
he necessarv for Him to tell us what to do in detail, that we would 
know without telling. In other words, we would stand on our 
Spiritual feet, our own moral feet, getting the suhjective and interior 
inspiration, of course, from the inner realms. from the Lodge of 
Light, but not feeling that it was necessary always to have hold of 
hand, or that He should take hold of

our hands and lead us. 
the power to grow,” we must be able to go alone.

BY THE GUARDIAN-IN-CHIEF. 


DFrakR I EMPLE COMRADES : 


\Ve are standing at the close of the first quarter century of the Temple 
work and endeavor in giving forth to the world the truths entrusted to us 
This twentv-fourth annual convention stands unique in our history. A new 
dav. a cvcle of great opportunities scems to he opening to the Temple work. 
Great forces of love and unity are animating the Temple Center at Halcyon 
and the Temple ranks. generally. After twenty-three or twenty-four years 
of sacritice and stress and strain and inadequate means and power in pro- 
moting the Temple work and influence, we now $seem to have our hand- 
filled with the power and opportunity to externalize in practical ways and 
for the benefit of others the spiritual treasures which have been accumulating 
in the Temple aura for s0 many years. These $piritual treasures are, 1n 
reality, the forces and truths and the life, light, and wisdom of the Master< 
who have, 80 to speak, brooded over us and our work with such infinite 
patience, protecting and nursing the seed which they had sown in this Temple 
S01l with the hope that some day 1t would germinate in strength and power 
and bring forth the fruit of hight and wisdom in such abundance that it 
could be universally disseminated for the good of all mankind.
